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RESOLUTION NO. 4 9- 75

RESOLUTION OF ADOPTION

OF THE ELECTION BOUNDARY BETWEEN

NAVAJO COUNTY AND APACHE COUNTY

IN THE LOWER GREASEWOOD CHAPTER
OF THE NAVAJO NATION

WHEREAS, the Lower Greasewood Chapter has requested that an official line between
Navajo and Apache Counties be developed for elections purposes; and

WHEREAS, the Bureau of Land Management(BLM), Cadastral Survey Branch, Window
Rock, Arizona, has the statutory capacity to establish the actual boundary line between the two
counties; and

WHEREAS, such survey would cost many thousands of dollars and require several months
of planning and surveying; and

WHEREAS, said counties are supportive of a field located election line between the two
counties in the Lower Greasewood Chapter that would be an election line acceptable to all parties;
and

WHEREAS, the Public Works Department of Navajo County and Apache County
conducted a joint survey to establish an election boundary between the two counties; and

WHEREAS, the line, as now field located, will serve as the election boundary between
the two said counties until such time as the BLM does officially survey and field stake the actual
line separating said counties.
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the line as jointly field located in the
Lower Greasewood Chapter, by the two counties, shall be known as the adopted election line
between Navajo County and Apache County in that area.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that said line shall be recognized as the election line
only until such time as when the BLM does establish the official county line denoting the two
counties.
